Humanity may be compared to children 
passing through a graded school, the various 
religious leaders of the ages are the teachers. 
Every nation has had its great teachers who 
have been recognized as expressing the Divine 
Mind more fully than the average. Each of 
these has impressed his words and his charac- 
ter upon the race mind, and they have all been 
levers to raise and round out the possibilities 
of man. Each teacher has been more com. 
prehensive and all-inclusive than his predeces- 
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sor, because he has had a more receptive lot of 
students. Jesus Christ of Nazareth was the 
last great teacher, and, if the analogy holds 
good, his teaching is what all who are prepared 
for the advanced class need. We should lose 
sight of nations and countries in this consider- 
ation. Humanity is one great school, appear- 
ing and disappearing in the various nations 
of the world as children do in the classes and 
rooms of an academy. We teach the unity of 
spirit and its likeness in all men and women; 
now let us more fully realize that there is a 
like commoness to the expression of that spirit 
in form. There are no Hindoo people as sepa- 
rate from American people, the separation is 
only in the place where they go to recite thei: 
lessons, and the various races of the whole 
world are merely rooms in the Great God 
School, in which souls are unraveling the tan 
gle of a belief in separation. Jesus, the most 
modern teacher of the long line, has ideas as to 
the application of Truth which those who pre 
ceded him did not grasp, and he saw the need, 
that all humanity should understand it, hence 
the command, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” It is 
simply marvelous how this has been carried 
out by his disciples. From that time his min- 
isters have regarded all people not converts, 
as “heathen.” This may seem an assumption 
to one who is broad enough to see the Truth 
pervading all systems of religion, but all men 
had not reached that understanding. Pio 
neers are not reflective, but active, and the 
church has always been a pioneer, and the 
standard of civilization has been raised in the 
end wherever it has planted its teaching. The 
old Britons and Saxons used to sell their child 
ren for slaves before Christianity was intro 
duced to them. A number of these slaves ex 
posed in the Roman Forum, in the vear 599, 
attracted the attention. as he was passing of 
a monk named Gregory. Strack with the 
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beauty of their clear, ruddy complexions and 
fair hair, he inquired from what country they 
came. He there resolved that these people 
should be converted. He afterward became 
pope and sent Augustine with forty monks to 
Britian. In one year they converted the king 
and queen of Kent and ten thousand of the 
people. Has there ever been a doctrine so ag 
gressive? Does this not singnify that a power 
is back of it, and is not power what all the 
world is seeking? 

Man is given dominion over all things and 
he is a poor, miserable creature until he excr- 
cises that power. This promise of power is 
distinctly characteristic of Jesus’ teaching. 
His disciples are to be endued with power 
from on high. They are to do marvelous 
things. They are to have dominion over dis- 
ease, devils, and all the power of the “enemy,” 


or adverse conditions. They are to be posi- 


tively good, instead of negatively good. This 
positive attitude of mind has, it is true, been 


thrown onto the animal instead cf the spiritual 
plane by most of the ministry, because the spir- 
itual plane has not been apprehended. But it 
is the positive or powerful aspect of spiritual 
ity which Jesus inclucated, and without which 
both religion and civilization are failures. A 
‘powerful religion cannot be built up without 
a powerful God, powerful in every department 
of man’s life. This is where the religion of 
Jesus differs from that of the Tindoos. Theirs 
is speculative; his is practical. Their idea of 
of God is mighty, majestic, grand, but not lov- 
ing and near, a very present help in time of 
need. 

We cannot help but class all people, wheth- 
er here or in India, as “heathen” who do not 
know and utilize this ever-present power of 
Being, and we see that all people and all na- 
tions must accept the doctrine of a positive 
good instead of a negative. We do not accept 
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Rey. David’s dogmatism that Christianity has 
all Truth. The excellency that we see in his 
doctrine is his nearness to the Christ and 
his demonstration of support in a large way, 
without any subscription or appeal to com- 
mercial methods. If the starving thousands 
of Indiana would accept his concept of Christ, 
and put it into living, practical use, they 
would come out of that belief in poverty. 
We hear a great deal, in these days, about the 
religions of the Orient, and how far in advance 
of Christianity they are. They are sending us 
missionaries and it is quite the thing to don 
the yellow robe, (metaphysically). We are 
learning much good from these gentle teachers 
and should prize it for all it is worth, but if 
it in any way weakens our hold upon our in- 
dwelling all-powerful God, we should drop it. 
The contemplation of abstract metaphysics, 
and the grandeur of the universe, is broadening 
to the mind, but is very apt to weaken the 
vibrative energy of the individual’s Christ- 
word. The world of affairs is about us, and we 
should not shirk it through indulgence in Ori- 
ental imagery. 

“Better fifty years of Europe than a cycle of 
Cathay.” 

Many people are being lulled into forgetful- 
ness of the immanent God through the entic- 
ing beauty of the doctrines of the Orient. 
They appeal to the aesthetic nature, and ere 
they are aware, they slip away from the prac- 
tical God and lose themselves in the Univer- 
sal Law. “Beware of the leaven of the Phar 
isees,” said Jesus. Beware the doctrine of 
those who study the letter of the law. Never 
admit that there is a law to which you are sub 
ject. Man is a law-maker on both the invisi 
ble and visible planes of consciousness. Every 
law has its origin in mind and moves upon 
ideas. When we see four hundred millions 
of people held in subjection by a handful 


of British soldiers, we say at once, this law has 
come from negative ideas As we inquire 
into the Hindoo religious thought we find its 
dominant tone to be negative; and we can 
thus easily trace the cause of their failures. 

Some of the missionaries which they sent to 
teach us Truth have gone home and it is evident 
from the tenor of their words that they have 
learned a few things themselves while in our 
midst. Just listen to Vivekananda in the fol- 
lowing, an extract from a lecture which he 
delivered at Lahore, India, November 12, 1897, 
reported in the Brahmavadin of December 1, 
published at Madras: 


3elieve therefore in yourselves. The secret of 
Advaita is—-Believe in yourselves first, and then be- 
lieve in anything else. In the history of the world, 
you will find that only those nations that have be- 
lieved in themselves have become great and strong. 
In the history of each nation, you will always find 
that individuals that have believed in themselves 
have become great and strong. Here, in this India, 
came an Englishman, who was only a clerk, and for 
want of funds and other reasons he tried to blow 
his brains out twice, and when he failed he believed 
in himself that he was born to do great things, aw) 
that man became Lord Clive, the founder of the Em- 
pire. If he had believed the pfdres and gone craw!l- 
ing all his life—“Oh Lord, I am weak, and IT am low”’— 
where would he have been? In a lunatic asylum. 
They have made lunatics of you with these evil 
teachings. I have seen all the world over the bad 
effects of these weak teachings of humility, destroy- 
ing the human race, Our children are brought up in 
this way, and fs it a wonder that they become semi- 
lunatics as they are? 

This is on the practical side. Believe, therefore. 
in yourselves, and if you want material wealth work 
it out; it will come to you. If you want to be intel- 
lectual let it work out on the intellectual plane, and 
intellectual giants you shall be. And if you want to 
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attain to freedom let it work out on the spiritual 


plane, and God’s you shall be. “Enter into Nirvana, 


the blissful.” The defect was here; so long the Ad- 
vaita has only been worked on the spiritual plane, 
and that was all; now the time has come when you 
have to make it practical. [t shall no more be a 
rahasya, a secret, it shall no more live with monks 
in caves and forests, and in the Himalayas; it must 
come down to the daily, everyday life of the people; 
it shall be worked out in the palace of the king, in 
the cave of the recluse, it shall be worked out in the 
cottage of the poor, by the beggar in the street, every- 
where it can be worked out. Therefore do not fear 
whether you are a woman or a Sudra, or anything, 
for this religion is so great, says Lord Krishna, that 
even the least done brings a great amount of good. 
Therefore, children of the Aryans, do not sit idle, 
awake and arise, and stop not till the goal is reached. 
The time has come when this Advaita is to be worked 
out practically. Let us bring it down from heaven 
unto the earth; this is the present dispensation. Aye, 
the voices of our forefathers of old are telling us_ to 
stop—stop there, my ch.dren. Let your teachings 
come down lower and lower until they have _ per- 
meated the world, till they have entered into every 
pore of society, till they have become the common 
property of everybody. till they have become part 
and parcel of our lives, till they have entered into our 
veins and tingle with every drop of blood there. Aye, 
you may be astonished to hear. but as_ practical 
Vedantists the Europeans are better than we are. I 
used to stand on the sea-side of New York, and look 
at the emigrants coming from different countries, 
crushed, down-trodden, hopeless, with a little bun- 
dle of clothes all their possession, their clothes all in 
rags, unable to look a man in the face; if they saw a 
policeman they were afraid and tried to get to the 
other side of the footpath. And, mark you, in sfx 
months those very men were walking erect, well 
clothed, looking everybody in the face: and what 
makes this wonderful difference? Say this man came 
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from Armenia, or anywhere else where he was 
crushed down beyond all recognition, where every- 
body told him he was a born slave, and born to re- 
main in his low state all his life, and the least move 
he made they would crush him out. There every- 
thing told him “Slave; you are a slave, remain there. 


Hopeless you were born, hopeless remian.”” Even the 
very air murmured ’round him, “There is no hope for 
you, hopeless and a slave remain;” where the strong 
man crushed the life out of him. And when he 
landed in the streets of New York he found a gentle- 
man, well-dressed, shaking him by the hand; it made 
no difference that the one was in rags, and the other 
well clad. He went a step farther and saw a restaur- 
ant, that there were gentlemen dining at a table, and 
he was asked to take a seat at the corner of the same 
table. He went about, and found a new life, that 
there was a place where he was a man among men. 
Perhaps he went to Washington, shook hands with 
the President of the United States, and perhaps there 
he saw men coming from distant villages, peasants, 
and ill-clad, all shaking hands with the President. 
Then the veil of miya slipped away from him. He 
is Brahman, who has been hypnotised into slavery 
and weakness, once more awake, and he arises up 
and finds himself a man in a world of men. Aye, in 
this country of ours, the very birthplace of the 
Vedanta, our masses have been hypnotised for ages 
into that very state. To touch them is pollution! To 
sit with them is pollution! Hopelesss you were 
borne; remain hopeless; and the result is that they 
have been sinking, sinking, sinking, and have 
come to the last stage to which a human be 
ing can come. For what country is there in 
the world where man has to sleep with the cattle, 
and for this blame nobody else, do not commit the 
mistake of the ignorant. The effect is here and 
the cause is here too. We are to blame. Stand 
up, be bold,and take the blame on your own should- 
ers. Do not go about throwing mud at others: for 
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all the faults you suffer you are the sole and only 
cause, 

Young men of Lahore, understand this, therefore, 
this great sin, hereditary and national, is on your 
shoulders. There is no hope for us. You may make 
thousands of societies, twenty thousand political as- 
seniblages, fifty thousand institutions. These will 
be of no use until there is that sympathy, that love, 
that heart, that thinks for all, until Buddha’s hearTt 
comes once more into India, until the words of Lord 
Krishna are brought to their practical use there is no 
hope for us. You go on imitating the Europeans anda 
their societies and their assemblages, but let me tell 
you a story, a fact that I saw with my own eyes. A 
company of Burmans was taken over to London by 
some persons here, who turned out to be Eurasians, 
They exhibited these people in London, took all thé 
money, and then took these Burmans over to the Con. 
tinent, and left them there for good or evil. These 
poor people did not know any word of any European 
language, but the English Consul in Austria sent 
them over to London. They were helpless in London, 
without knowing anyone. But an English lady got 
to know of them, took these foreigners from Burmah 
into her own house, gave them her own clothes, her 
bed, and everything, and then sent the news to the 
newspapers. And, mark you, the next day the whole 
nation was, as it were, roused. Money poured in and 
these people were helped out, and sent back to Bur- 
mah. On this sort of sympathy are based all their 
political and other institutions; it is the rock founda. 


tion of love, for themselves at least. They may not 


love the world; they may be enemies all round, but 
in that country, it goes without saying, there is this 
great love for their own people, for truth and justice 
and charity to the stranger at the door. I would be 
the most ungrateful man if I did not always tell you 
how wonderfully and how hospitably I was received 
in every country in the West. Where is the heart 
here to build upon? No sooner do we start a little 
joint-stock company than we cheat each other, and 
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the whole thing comes down with a crash. You talk 
of imitating them, and building as big a nation as 
they have. But where are the foundations? Ours 
are only sand, and therefore the building comes down 
with a crash in no time. Therefore, young men of 
Lahore, raise once more that wonderful banner of 
Advaita, for on no other ground can you have 
that wonderful love can you see that the same 
Lord is present in the same manner everywhere; 
unfurl that banner of love. “Arise, awake and 


stop not till the goal is reached.” Arise, arise 


once more, for nothing can be done without renuncia- 
tion. If you want to help others, your own self must 
go. Aye, in the words of the Christians—you cannot 
serve God and mammon at the same time. Vair- 
Aagya—your ancestors gave up the world for doing 
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great things. At the present time there are men who 
give up the world to help their own salvation. Throw 
away every thing, even your own salvation, and go 
and help others. Aye, you are always talking bold 
words, but here is practical Vedfinta before you. 
Give up this little life of yours. What matters if you 
die of starvation, you and I and thousands like us, so 
long as this nation lives. The nation is sinking, the 
curse of unnumbered millions is on our heads to 
whom we have been giving ditch water to drink when 
they have been dying of thirst and when the peren- 
nial river of water was flowing past, the unnum- 
bered millions whom we have allowed to starve in 
sight of plenty, the unnumbered millions to whom we 
have talked of Advaita and hated with all our 
strength, the unnumbered millions against whom we 
have invented the doctrines of lokAchfra, to whom 
we have talked theoretically that all are the same, 
and all have the same Lord, without even an ounce of 
practice. “Yet, my friends, it must only be in the 
mind; never in practice!” Aye, wipe off this blot. 
“Arise and awake.” What matters it if this little 
life goes; everyone has got to die, the saint or the 
sinner, the rich or the poor. The body never remains 
for anyone. Arise and awake and be perfectly sin- 
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cere. Our insincerity in India is awful; what we 
wunt is character, that steadiness and character that 
make a man Cling on to a thing like grim death. 

“Let the sages blame or let them praise, let Lak- 


shmi come to-day, let her go away, let death come 


just now, or in a hundred years; he indeed is the sage 


who does not make one false step from the path of 
right.” Arise and awake, for the time is passing 
away when all our energies will be frittered away in 
vain talking. Arise and awake, let minor things and 
quarrels over little details and fights over little doc- 
trines be thrown aside, for here is the greatest of all 
works, here are the sinking milllions. Mark, when 
the Mahomedans first came into India there were 
G0 millions of Hindus here: to-day there are less than 
20 millions. Every day they will become less and 
less till the whole disappear. Let them disappear, 
but with them will disappear the marvelous ideas, 
with all their defects and all‘ their misrepresenta- 
tions of which they still stand as representatives. 
And with them will disappear this marvelous Ad- 
vaita, the crested jewel of all spiritual thought. 
Therefore, arise, awake, and with all your hands 
stretched out to protect the spirituality of the world. 
And first of all work it out for your own country. 
What we want is not so much spirituality as a little 
of bringing down of the Advaita into the material 
world, first bread and then religion. We stuff them 
too much with religion, when the poor fellows have 
been starving. No dogmas will satisfy the craving 
of hunger. There are two curses here, first our weak- 
ness, secondly our hatred, our dried-up hearts. You 
may talk doctrines by the millions, you may have 
sects by the hundreds of millions; aye, but it is noth- 
ing until you have the heart to feel, feel for them #s 
your Veda teaches you, till you find they are parts 
of your own bodies, till you and they, the poor and the 
rich, the saint and the sinner, all are parts of one 
Infinite whole which you call Braham.

Lesson 7.—February 13th. 
The Call of Matthew.—Matt. 9: 9-17. 


9. And as Jesus passed forth from thence, he saw 
a man, named Matthew, sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom: and he saith unto him, Follow me, And he arouse, 
and followed him. 

10. And it came to pass, as Jesus sat at meat in 
the house, behold, many publicans and sinners came 
and sat down with him and his disciples. 

11. And when the Pharisees saw it, they said 
unto his disciples, Why eateth your master with 
publicans and sinners? 

12 But when Jesus heard that, he said unto 
them, They that be whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what that meaneth, I will 
have mercy, and not sacrifice: for I am not come to 
call the righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

14. Then came to him the disciples of John, say- 
ing, Why do we and the Pharisees fast oft, but thy 
disciples fast not! 

15. And Jesus said unto them, Can the children 
of the bridechamber mourn, as long as the bridegroom 
is with them? but the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken from them, and then shall 
they fast. 

16. No man putteth a piece of new cloth unto an 
old garment; for that which is put in to fill it up tak- 
eth from the garment, and the rent is made worse. 

17. Neither do men put new wine into old bhot- 
tles: else the bottles break, and the wine runneth out, 
and the bottles perish: but they put new wine into 
new bottles, and both are preserved. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Follow me.—Matt. 9:9. 
The twelve Disciples or Apostles were not 
all called at the same time. Doubtless Peter, 
Andrew, James and John were called within 
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a few days of each other, and the others fol- 
lowed at intervals, Matthew being the eighth 
in order. He was a collector of taxes. The 
Romans taxed everything, every tree, house, 
door column, all property, real or personal; 
nothing escaped. The Jews hated the Roman 
voke, and regarded tribute money paid to them, 
as a degradation. Hence the odium attached 
to collectors or “publicans” who were gen- 
erally extortioners. The Talmud classes them 
with thieves and assassins, and regarded their 
repentance as impossible. 

9. Probably his name was Levi, as given 
by Mark and Luke, and that, as with Simon, 
James and John, he received from Jesus a new 
name. “Matthew” means, Jehovah’s gift, 
which expresses the origin and quality of the 
faculty of mind represented by the new name— 
the faculty which Matthew stands for. The 
twelve Apostles stand for the twelve great 
powers of mind. Matthew, the tax gatherer, 
represents the power of mind that gathers 
wealth of wisdom from every source, making 
every experience pay a revenue of wisdom. 
Mortal mind has named this power acquisitive- 
ness which gathers wealth of gold from every 
source, making everything vield a_ profit in 
gold. In metaphysics, gold symbolizes wis- 
dom, so that wisdom is the true riches, under- 
standing is opulence. Solomon says “Get wis- 
dom, and with all thy getting get understand- 
ing, exalt her, and she shall promote thee, she 
shall give to thy head an ornament of grace, 
a crown of glory shall she deliver unto thee.” 
Psalms 4:7-8. Thus, this Matthew power of 
mind is a divine facultvy—“Jehovah’s gift”— 
which has been prostituted by mortal thought 
to low, sordid uses. But when the Christ 
rules your heart, you must “call” this power 
from its base function in mortal thought, to 
“follow” in the higher service of the Christ. 
gathering tribute of Trust and riches of Wis- 
dom from everything. 
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10-11. So, when Jesus “sat at meat” in 
the house of Matthew, surrounded by mapy 
“publicans,” it represents the Christ in the 
fellowship of communion with these thoughts, 
restored to their true function in mind. This 
the Pharasaic moralist does not see, for he 
condemns all who observe not the external 
law, classing them as “sinners.” But the 
Christ knows no caste; see only true being 
in all. 

12-13. The Christ is the “physician” come 
to **call” or restore the powers of mind from 
their misuse in mortal thought to their true 
spiritual function. Monality (‘+ Pharisee’’) 
would “sacrifice” by condemnation all who 
obey not their laws, but the Christ in “mercy” 
restores them to the spiritual plane. 

14-15. Perception “fasts,” that it may at- 
jain to realization, but when realization is at- 
tained, there is no further need of fasting—de- 
nials, for the ‘-bridegroom is with you.” If, 
however, mortal thought dims realization, 
“then shall they fast.” 

16. Divine science comes as a new theol- 
ogy—not a patch to be put on the “old gar- 
ment.” 

17. Its expanding new inspiration (‘‘new 
wine”) cannot be contained in old theological 
“bottles,” hardened and crusty with centuries 
of unyielding bigotry. But its inspirational 
conceptions of truth must clothe themselves 
with a theology as expansive as its illuminated 
conceptions.

2. Now the names of the twelve apostles are 
these; The first. Simon, who is called Peter, and 
Andrew his brother; James the son of Zebedee. and 
John his brother: 

Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas, and Mat- 
thew the publican; James the son of Alpheus, and 
Lebbeus, whose surname was Thaddeus;

5. These twelve Jesus sent forth, and command- 
ed them, saying, Go not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and into any city of the Samaritans enter ye not:

7. And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. 

S. Hleal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils, freely ye have received, freely 
give. 

% Provide neither gol], nor silver, nor brass in 
your purses; 

10. Nor scrip for your journey, neither two coats, 
neither shoes, nor yet staves: for the workman is 
worthy of his meat. 

11. And into whatsoever city or town ye shall 
enter, inquire who in it is worthy; and there abide 
till ye go thence. 

12. And when ye come into a house, salute it. 

13. And if the house be worthy, let your peace 
come upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. 

14. And whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear 
your words, when ye depart out of that house or 
city, shake off the dust of your feet. 

15. Verily | say unto you, It shall be more tol- 
erable for the land of Sodom and Gomorrah in the 
day of judgment, than for that city. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—F'reely ye hare received, 
freely gire—Matt. 10:8, 


All are agreed that certain parts of the 
story of the Christ have a spiritual meaning. 
But what shall we do with the rest of the story? 
We shall find, if we search the Scripture 
praverfully for its secret meanings, that every 
detail of this sacred story has its spiritual ful- 
fillment in us; making the entire story of won- 
derfully vital importance to our own lives. 

2-4. So. while the Christ must be born in 
us, all accessories are also in us. “The twelve 
Apostles” are the twelve powers of the mind; 
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and the compendium of these great powcrs 
spiritually interpreted, constitute the perfect 
man—the Christ. This is the number, tbir- 
teen restored from misconsception to its true 
place, having a most exalted signification; just 
as the twelve powers, “called” by the Christ, 
are redeemed from their misuse in mortal mind 
to their high spiritual functions. 

First, Simon Peter—Simon (one who hears) 
—receptivity, faith. Peter (rock)—foundation 
principle. Faith is the foundation principle 
of mind, which, being receptive to spiritual 
things, first discerns the Christ—*Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God. Matt. 16;16. 
It brings spiritual illumination to the mind. 
“Flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in heaven.” Matt. 
16:17. 

Second, Anderw (manly), brother of Simon, 
represents, trusting, confidence. It is a power 
of mind kindred (“brother”) to faith—that 
manly quality that readily believes and thus 
inspires faith. For having heard the Baptist 
s‘y, “Behold the Lamb of God,” Andrew 
straightway brought Simon to Jesus. John 
1 :35-42. 

Third, James, son of Zebedee (Jehovah's 
gift), represents hope, a divine power (gift), 
like an anchor to the soul, sure and steadfast.” 

Fourth, John son of Zebedee, also repre- 
sents divine love—‘the disciple whom Jesus 
loved.” His epistles are messages of love. 
These “brother” powers are “sons of thunder” 
—lightning—fire; they are able to “bring down 
fire from heaven,” (Luke 9:54) the power of the 
Holy Ghost. These four greatest powers are 
“fishers,” because able to bring results, suste- 
nance, success, whether on the material or 
spiritual planes. Three of them, Faith, Hope, 
and Love are able to ascend the mount of Spir- 
itual understanding and behold the illuminat- 
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ing glory of the Christ, which the lesser powers 
cannot do. 

Fifth, Philip represents generosity, benevo- 
lence, invitation, come and see”—the spirit of 
evangelism. 

Sixth, Bartholemew or Nathaniel repre- 
sents, investigation, criticism—*“can any good 
thing come out of Nazareth?” “He came and 
saw.” This faculty is “an Israelite indeed, 
in whom is no guile.” Jno, 1:47. Honest 
Criticism, investigation, is sure to find Truth. 

Seventh, Thomas, Didymus represents Rea- 
son, doubt. “I will not believe, except I see.” 
Doubt is not obstinate agnosticism, but, since 
it atways demands proof, it is the first step 
leading to investigation, acceptance and under- 
standing. 

Kighth, Matthew, the publican, Levi repre- 
sents acquisitivesness, gaining wisdom—mak 
ing every experience pay a “tribute” of wisdom. 
“Get wisdom, and with all thy getting get un- 
derstanding.” 

Ninth, James, son of Alpheus, the Just, 
represents justice honesty. 

Tenth, Thaddeus, (courageous) Lepbeus, 
Judas represents courage, steadfastness, firm- 
ness, the will. 

Eleventh, Simon, the Zealot, the Canaanite, 
represents Zeal, Ambition—‘the Canaanite” 
redeemed. 

Twelfth, Judas (Iscariot) represents the 
selfhood, business in finance, speculation, theft 
—“‘he was a thief and had the bag.” John 12:6. 

Thirteenth, the Christ, the Perfect Man, 
the compendium of the twelve powers. If, in 
handling money, covetousness—theft—is de- 
veloped, it will betray the Christ within. But 
the triumph of the Christ is the destruction of 
covetousness. “Judas hanged himself, and all 
the bowels (of covetousness) gushed out.” In 
the highest or Christ consciousness there is no 
Judas or theft-use of money. Instead, is 
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chosen Matthias (Jehovah's gift). God is your 
provider, “All is yours,” “All these things shall 
be added unto you.” 

5-7. Now having “called” your’ twelve 
great powers of mind from misuse in sense or 
material life, to the service of the Christ, you 
now send these powers out to evangelize thie 
whole kingdom of mind; giving no attention 
to others’ errors and sins (“Gentiles or Samari- 
tans”). Your world is within, and your work 
is to redeem the “lost sheep” of your kingdom 
of “Israel.” 

8. You have “sick thoughts and “leper” 
thoughts, and “dead” thoughts to heal ard re 
store, and “devils to cast out” of vour own 
mind-world. “Ye shall not have gone over 
the cities of Israel (vour own kingdom). till 
the Son of Man be come’’—verse 23—the king 
dom fully realized within. Metaphysically 
this lesson must be wholly enacted within your 
own mind. 


Note.—The editor adds to Mr. Douglass’ splendid 
interpretations of the powers of man, that Andrew is 
not only Trust but also Strength (manly.) That 
steady, self-poised confidence that never flickers nor 
weakens at the apparent non-fulfillment of Faith's 
impetuous discernments. Many people exhibit the 
quality of faith so loug as prosperity is apparent, but 
let adversity set in and they deny the Christ. These 
need to cultivate through repeated affirmations their 
enduring strength, trust and confidence in the reality 
of Spiriutal ways. This is illustrated in John 21:15 
where Jesus requires Peter to repeat three times his 
allegiance to him; indicating the trinity or fullness 
of affirmation in mind, idea, expression. Philip 
means “a lover of horses” and represents Spiritual 
power. Power is always symbolized in Scripture by 


the horse. While Andrew represents the quict 
strength that waits in trust and confidence, Philip is 
the swift power that goes forth and executes without 


reference to time or space. In the eighth chapter of 
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Acts, Philip is represented as the Word of Truth go- 
ing forth with power to awaken understanding in 
those who are without it (eunuchs.) “And = the 
Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip * * * he was 
found at Azotus.” Bartholmew or Nathaniel in its 
purity is Obedience. It is that open, receptive be- 
lieveing state of mind that accepts everything as true; 
it is without “guile” until its confidence is betrayed 
then it takes on the character of the critic. An over. 
cevelopment of this faculty is credulity. 

Thomas, Didymus, is reason—that faculty that 
balances Obedience. Nathaniel swallows everything 
that is told him about the messiah on first sight, be- 
cause Jesus displayed his clairvoyant powers by see- 
ing him under the fig tree; but Thomas will not be- 
lieve until he investigates fully. Although this may 
on first sight appear to be “doubt,” we find that to 
be only its negative aspect. Reason is the safe foun 
dation of every philosophy and religion. Without it 
religion is superstition and is apt to end in fanati- 
cisin. This faculty should be especially cultivated by 
those who believe the statements of others without 
thinking and investigating for themselves, or those 
who hear voices that guide and dictate to them from 
the invisible. Use your reason and you will not Tet 
your Obedience make a fool of you. The Christ is 
always ready to accede to the demands of reason, as 
evidenced in John 

Judas Iscariot is properly the personality: that 
limitation of the consciousness which believes that 
its powers belong to it personally and are not derived 
from God through Christ; as indicated by Jesus when 
he gave Judas the “sop.” But when the Christ Truth 
is fully revealed to the consciousness Judas passes 
out and the soul realizes that even self-identity is the 
“gift of God,” which is the esoteric meaning of Mat- 
thias, the disciple chosen to fill Judas’ place. 


The interpretation of the twelve disciples, as rep. 


resentative of the twelve fundemental faculties of 
mun, should not be hastily gone over. It 
profound 


is of most 


import and covers planes of consciousness 
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with which we as a race are not yet familiar. Only 
when we know the workings of all the faculties on 
three planes of consciousness Spirit, soul, body, can 
we fathrom the intricate processes of man’s mind in 
the regenerative rebirth as symbolized by the life of 
Jesus in the New Testament.

Eternal Punishment. 


It is granted by our best physicians and by the 
greater portion of all who have lookel into the sub- 


ject, that fear, conscious or unconscious, is a great 


cause of disease. 

In cases of what is called, heart trouble, let the 
unconsclous mind of the patient be emptied of afl 
fear and the bodily machinery soon manifests a nor- 
mal condition. 

“But how,” asks those who have given little dt- 
tention to thought transference, “can this be done?’ 

Thought is primarily the greatest medium of ex- 
change among human beings. 

It is granted by all who have given the subject 
careful investigation, that thought can be conveyed 
to a person's conscious mind without the verbally 
spoken or written or acted word. 

How is it that two persons engaged in their own 
pursuits, one of these persons speaking of a subject 
entirely foreign to the occasion, the other remarks, 
“I was just thinking about that very thing,’ or how 
is that two people who have lost trace of each other 
for years suddenly look up each others address, and 
their letters cross on the way. Proving that their 
letters had been written the same day. 

But enough of thought transference. It has in 
thousands of instances been proved an unquestiona- 
ble fact. 

If it is a fact and thoughts are a primary force,

and that thoughts of fear form so large a factor in 
disease, why can not the opposite or positive thought, 
of good or harmony set in motion a different and more 
harmonious heart action? 

To a sensitive nature the thought of eternal pun. 
ishment for what is called sin, (which is but another 
name for ignorance) necessarily puts a damper on 
the healthy action of the vital organs, particularly 
the heart. 

It may be true that punishment is eternal in the 
sense that ignorance brings the result of ignorance, 
and that it is eternal until wisdom takes its place; 
that darkness is eteranl darkness until light comes, 
then it goes where it comes from, namely, to the 
negative side of all conditions. 

One morning while thinking on these lines, I 
seemed to see a great highway thrown up, forming 
what looked like an embankment composed of earth, 
that was itself a mass of material continually chang- 
ing and rebuilding the highway. The portions as 
they were thrown up and took their place on the eter- 
nal part of the roadway looked like rubber-balls, 
which as they came to the light expanded into per. 
fect spherical forms. Previous to being thrown up 
they looked like earth in a kind of living ever-moving 
embankment. 

I thought as I looked, that must be a symbol of 
the highway of holiness upon which the redeemed 
walk. 

The highway itself was the redeemed. Every 
part alive but only consciously so, as the revolution 
of the entire mass or roadway brought the separate 
parts into the light. 

No indication of eternal punishment there. Only 
a constant coming from a lower to a higher position 
as the great panorama of existence goes on. God’s 


Ways are not our ways. The turning and overturn- 


ing of the circumstances that bring us even in a de- 
gree to a conscious realization of our oneness with 
God, seems often to be guided by a dark uncertain 
law, against which we rebel. 
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Reaching a higher standpoint we look over our 
journeyings and realize that the turning and over- 
turning in the the great highway of which we were a 
part was but to bring us more and more into the 
light that is life. Sometimes, somewhere every hu- 
man being has occupied a postition in the great high- 
way which seemed to have little more light and 
brightness than the earth in the interior of an em 
bankment. 

Sometime, somewhere every human being must 
necessarily come into a full realization of the glory, 
the beauty, the joy of life: of conscious union with 
their origin even God. “For every knee shall bow and 
every tongue confess that God (good) is all.” 

Like tired children all will gladly return o the 
Father's house when they have learned to choose tue 
good and refuse that which is not good, and that 
Father will be ready to receive them. 

We judge of the unknown by that which is known. 
As we look with disapproval upon a father who treats 
his child unlovingly because that child learned less 
readily than other children, so we look upon the 
Heavenly Father who would treat one of his chil- 
dren to eternal punishment because that child learned 
his lesson with seeming slowness. 

It is only seeming slowness with which any child 
of God learns the lesson allotted him: and what is 
slowness, what is rapidity? are not both relative 
terms? 

In childhood we could not conceive how it couTtda 
be that, “With God, one day is as a thousand years.” 
AS we grow older time passes to us more quickly and 
the truth of the passage becomes thinkable. 

So with the earth’s motion; it does not seem to 


move, but in reality it moves with great velocity. 


“But,” says an honest, earnest Bible student, “The 
sible surely teaches Eternal Punishment.” 

Remeniber the Bible was written in a symbolic 
Oriental language.
